You 
have a pastor to do the work, hire a 
parish visitor to bring in the children 
to Sunday School, hire everything in 
the form of worship and then expect 
splendid results. Where are the 
wealthy Euclid Avenue people to- 
night? I'll tell you—most of them 
are in their homes playing bridge 
whist, poker or seven up; they. are 
feasting or attending wine suppers, 
drinking and making merry, while 
the poor paStor at $4,000 a year is 
preaching to 2 pews and growing 
more and more discouraged.”

The Rev. Mr. Houck, Methodist, has 
caused some consternation by his 
announcement last Sunday evening, 
when he came out flat footed in re- 
gard to his view of some of the evils 
practiced by a number of his parish- 
ioners.

That is one way in 
which we may look at a country in 
relation to ourselves. Is not * 
another and deeper sense in which we 
should lookat it? Cannot we detect that 
clear, though not loud, voice of Cana- 
da mayne to us 1 have something to 
get out of you?” Can we not hear it 
saying, 1 have cradled you in the 
midst of my legend, and story, and 
history; my brooks have sung to 
ed childhood ears; my ocean has 
uten to your maturer days and stir- 
red up the depth of your 
lakes, my prairies, my mountains, my 
resources—yes, the deep beat of my 
life, has found its way into your own 
ulses. I have something to demand 
rom vou. It is not for you to look 
upon meas something out of which 
you are to get everything, giving me 
nothing in return.” 


THE MEN OF THE FUTURE. 


The young men of Canada are the 
rospective owners of the country; 
n twenty-five years they will be run- 
ning, controlling and governing it; 
they will have to take hold of the 
reat railway enterprises, the great 
industrial corporations, and all the 
other businessess which the strong 
financial men are putting through to- 
day.

Doncaster is the Greatest Racing 

Centre in England—Other 
Noted Places. 

Four English towns own their 

racetourses, but the one which enn 


| Rive Points and a beating to all the 


other three combined is Doncaster. 
The actual profits from the course 
which go to relieve the rates, Aver 
age over $50,000 a year. Ever since 
races have been 
famous. The great St. Leger Stakes 
the town owes to the sporting Col- 
onel St. Leger, who founded them in 
1776. Doncaster has always been 
devoted to sport. Its corporation 
at one time actually owned and kept 
A pack of hounds. 

But the racing capital of England 
is undoubtedly Newmarket. There 
are no les than ten different 
courses on the famous heath, the 
longest of which is 41 miles round. 
Newmarket was racing in 1605, be- 
fore Epsom was even heard of.

hundreds more arrive for the 
different big race meetings 
ye town holds.

Even its very almshouses are 
for jockeys, or thelr widows, ond its 
hospital bears the name of Rous, 
one of the greatest sportsmen who 
ever lived. 
Fiity-five milion dollars is the 
amoutt invested in hunting in Bag- 
land, and over twenty-five millions 
are spent annually. Of this big sum 
Leicestershire gets about $4,250,000 
and the major part of this money is 
Spent in and around Market Har 
borough and Melton Mowbray.

During the last 
century it jumped in population from 
1,700 to 7,000.

Speaking of hunting, ‘Trowbridge 
had a Ifunt last year, in which al- 
most the whole town took part. The 
Duke of Beaufort’s pack found four 
miles outside the town, and the fox 
ran straight into Ashton Street, 
with the hounds hard at his heels. 
Hundreds of people rushed out on 
foot and followed. The fox bolted

MR. NORDIN'S CHIEF AIM. 


in striving to extend the season of 
navigation from the St. Lawrence, is 
to facilitate the shipment of his pro- 
ducts to Nvrope all the year round, 
without having to bear the addition- 
lal cost in winter, of sending them by 
rail to an American port. 

if he ships by the Saguenay he will 
have to cut out a great depth of ice 
in that river, but not more than in 
the Baltic, He will scarcely’ attempt 
to keep the St. Lawrence clear of ice 
above Quebec, for between this city 
and Montreal the ice sometimes at- 
jtains a thickness of nearly thirty 
feet, grounding on the bed of the 
river. 

One of tho greatest difficulties here- 
| tofore exporicnced by the many dif- 
}ferent persons who have proposed the 
winter navigation of the St. Law- 
rence, has been that of insurance. 
Though occasional trips have been 
made in sufety to the lower St. Law- 
rence in the winter months, none 
ol these has been attempted by large 
jand valuable occan-coing steamers, 
ifor the underwriters refuse to insure 
them because of the supposed perils. 
It will, therefore, be necessary for 
the syndicate of Mr. Nordin to be- 
cone its own underwriters. 

The importance of this scheme, not 
only te Quebec, but also to the 
whole of Canada at the present time. 
jarises from the fact that Quebec 
proved last summer that she is on 
the shortest and most direct route 
for the shipments of grain from the 
Northwest to Europe, and is chiefly 
handicapped by her inability to con- 
tinue these shipments during the win- 
jter season It is believed in Quebec 
that the success of Mr. Nordin’s 
scheme would rapidly build up Que- 
tee to be one of the greatest grain 
(shipping ports in America.

Assailant M Boy ot 


Eleven Years. 


Cincinnati, O., Dec. 4.—The shock- 
ing scene of a schoolboy of eight 
Stabbed to death by a schoolmate 
aged eleven was witnessed on the 
streets of Newport, Ky., at noon on 
Wednesday. Joseph Creelman, the 
victim, had had a quarrel in the 
schoolroom with Eddie Armines. 
and when on their way home the 
quarrel was renewed. A third boy, 
taking the part of Creelman,’ threw 
a piece of brick which struck Ar- 
mines on the head. At that moment 
Creelman ran up to him and was 
stabbed. He soon fell, and in fifteen 
minutes was dead. The Armines boy 
walked rapidly away, carrying the 
pocket-knifo in his hand. He went 
to the first engine-house, of which 
his uncle is the captain, and threw 
the knife into an outhouse, but said 
nothing about the murder until the 
news of the lad’s death became 
known. His uncle then promptly 
surrendered him to the police, to 
whom the boy told this story of 
crime: 

Erselman missod his Yeading les- 
son and was sent to the foot of the 
class. The teacher made him sit at 
tho blackboard, and I laughed at 
him. When the school.was out he 
cursed me. I started for the engine 
house, and Plummer threw a brick 
at me, and Creelman ran up and 
grabbed me by the arms. I did not 
think the brick was thrown at me 
until it hit me on the hand. Then 
I stuck the knife out easy and heard 
his coat rip.“ Both boys belong to 
excellent families.

Take a knuckle of veal and a 
shin of beol, extract the m w froth 
the bones, and brown a few small 
pieces of bee! in it; add thes pieces 
to the bones in a kettle of cold 
Water, and brown in the remaining 
marrow half @ carrot, an onion and 
u turnip, all cut in thin slices. Pour 
this, marrow and all, into the soup, 
add a few sticks of celery, a sprig 
cach of parsley and sweet marjoram— 
the fresh-leaves if possible—and sim- 
mer jour hours; then add one table- 
spoonful of salt, six peppercorns and 
six cloves, simmer another hour, and 
pour through a colander and cheeso- 
cloth into a jar. In the morning ro- 
move the fat, clear the jeuy with 
ogg-white and shell, and when ready 
to serve beat, fill the plates and put 
one spoonful of whipped cream mixed 
with beaten egg-whites and salt on 
each one, piling it up so as to look 
like a snowball. i 

The turkey may have a plain bread 
or sweet potato stuffing if the chest- 
nut favor is mot liked; if plain it 
should be delicately seasoned with 
herbs, leaving sage out altogether...

HANGING GARDENS.

A Traveller Describes Those 
FTastern Arabia.

i The hanging 
constructed over 500 years before the 
Christina era, Were retkhonped at that 
time among the wonders of the world 
A batting garden in a garden formed 
in terraces rising one above the 
other There were tive of these gar 
dens at Babvion cach consisting of 


an artificial bill, 400 feet square, the 


earth 
mond platiorms covered 
nith groves, avenues and beds of 
flowers and provided with galleries 
and banqueting rooms They were ir- 
rigated from a reservoir at the sum- 
mit filed with Water raised from 
the Euphrates. 

There are todlay many hanging 
scardens in various parts of the world 
particularly on mountain sides in 
Chinn, water being raised in buckets 
sometimes thousands of feet te trri- 
wate them. Col. S. . Bites of the 
Hritish Army has just described the 
hunging gardens he found on the 
mountains in the interior of Arabia 
fabout sixty miles southwest of tha 
trading port of Muscat. Visitors 
have to cross a stretch of desert to 
e this beautiful region of ver- 
dure amid. the thirst lands. 

One of the inland towns is Sher- 
aixi perched on the brow of q lofty 
cif! which falls to the valley be 
neath, “The town is built on 80 
steep a declivits that the houses ap 
peur to overhung one anotner, the 
only communication being by means 
of steps leading frum one to another 
row of buildings. Just below the 
town is a copious spring of pure 
water gushing from the rock in su- 
client quantities to meet t equire- 
ments of the inhabitants and (o sup- 
iply the channels that fertilize the 
‘hanging gardens below 

These extensive gardens, epread 
‘along the precipitous valley walls, 
are the most benutiful feature of 
\Sheraizi. The whole face of the 
‘mountain side to a depth of over 
one thousand feet is cut into a 
parallel series of ledges or terraces. 
‘Owing to the sharp angle of the 
Slope, the ledges are not over ten to 
twelve feet in width. The inhabit- 
‘ants, would be glad of greater depth 
of soil and the garden spots have 
been enriched by a large amount of 
‘fertile earth brought to them.

The steep mountain side is almost 


barren except for the beautiful strips 
of green where vineyards, orchards 
and wheat-flelds are bearing. ‘Pf ese 
curious gardens with their varied 
foliage und ripening fruit, grain and 
vegetables form a very attractiye 
and pleasing sight. The labor be- 
j stowed on the terraces would have 
been futile without an abundant sup- 
tply of water and in this respect na- 
ture has been prodigal, the strips of 
cultivation being easily aud per- 
petually irrigated by the mountain 
stream which is led from one ledge 
to anothtr and is kept from over- 
flowing by little embankments along 
ithe margin.

It Will Help to Show Glacier 
Movements. 0 


Last March a curious phenomenon 
Was observed in the eastern Alps. It 
was called the blood rain,“ because 
above the snow levels there were se- 
veral falls of a red slecf or snow. 
The cause of this has not been satis- 
factorily explained, but good use is 
now to be. made of it. It appears 
that owing to the fall of this blood 
rain the layer of snow which accum- 
| ulated last winter has been defined 
iby a reddish line. This will be used 
as an aid to the inquiry into the pro- 
gress of glaciers. Scientific men who 
are interested in the question have 
long desired to have a large area of 
freshly fallen snow colored, in order 
that it may be possible to ascertain 
the distance which this layer of a 
glacier in motion passes over in a 
year, to observe the deformation and 
bend which it undergoes and to un- 
derstand what happens to it in pas- 
ses, crevasses, ice-falls and the like. 
}What has to be done now during 
the coming years and decades is to 
watch at the crevasses and see where 
} the outcrop of the red layer is, and 
especially in what relation it stands 
to the blue coloring of the glaciers. 
One of the most diMieult questions in 
the theory of glaciers will, it is hop- 
ed, thus be solved.

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FRUIT GROWING UNDER SNOW, 
Heaps of Cranberries on Caneda’d 
Frozen Barrens. 


It is a curious fact in nature that 
many of her products arrive at pre 
eminence where they have their 36. 
verest struggle tor existence. Just 
where the season. is barely ene 
enough to ripen wheat la Where the 
hard grain which produces the finest 
four is grown, for instance. And it 
is where the summer, untouched by 
frost, is never more than, ‘wo 
months long. in northeastern Canada 
that the low-bueh cranberry is at ite 
very best. The great swamps near 
the height of land, where thousands 
of bushels of these acid berries ripen 
every year, are all unknown to com- 
mere. Quite secluded, far away from 
rows, nourishing no fauna of any 
kind, known ly to a few huntera 
ann explorers, the socalled economy 
of nature becomes an empty dream 
in the face of the immense wasw of 
acres of good fruit, often three oF 
four inches deep, which has been go 
ing on for centuries, 

The writer has pushed away the 
show in midwinter so that he might 
thrust his hands aown to the bed 
moss, and bring them up laden with 
fruit, which though frozen was stin 
very acceptable to one travelll 
light with fat pork and hard- 
biscuit for an unwavering diet. Ones 
in August a sock was Oled with fine 
berries in twenty minutes. and from 
all appearances thousands more 
might have been filled without de 
pleting the supply. i 

One swamp, the most southerly of

FEED FOR STOCK. 


In feeding stock of any kind it is 
Usually moré-practical to consider 
first the feds most available or 
nearest at hund. Stock feeding, as 
a rule, not be profitably carried 
on in regione where nature does not 
provide at) least a part of the food, 
as transporting feed for long dis- 
tances must necessarily add to its 
cost. The practical stockman ‘vill 
endeavor to compound his rations 
from tho grains and fodders raised 
at home. The farmer or stockman 
of the west seldom needs to go be- 
yond the limits of his own farm to 
secure abundance and variety en- 
ough to supply his stock for waat- 
ever purpose he may be feeding. 
Therefore, the leading question with 
him is how to combine the various 
feeds that he may secure the best 
results with the smallest outlay. 

Chemists have shown that one 
class of food elements go to build 
up the tissue of the body and make 
bone and muscle while another class 
are fat formers and supply heat and 
energy. Into these two classes then 
Practically all food elements are di- 
vided—tissue formers, or protein 
compounds, and heat producers or 
fats and carbohydrates. It can be 
readily seen that different combina- 
tions of these two classes or groups 
of elements would bring different re 
sults when fed to animals. The com 
bination of foods suitable for fatten- 
ing a &teer would not be suitable for 
a dairy cow or for feeding young 
growing animals. 

With these facts in view many ex- 
perimenters and practical men as 
well have studied out and establish- 
ed, in a general way, suitable food 
combinations for different animals 
and the different objects for which 
they are fed. This combining of 
food elements with a view of se ur- 
ing a certain ratio between the 
two food groups is termed balancing 
n ration. Aside from securing the

clent amount of solid matter, even 
though it is not all available as 
food. An animal could not thrive 
on food elements extracted chemn al- 
ly and fed in their concentrated 
form. It requires a certain amoont 
of bulk and the stomach is its own 
laboratory.

The latter 
can raise almost any crop or crops 
he desires, and do it with a certain 
amount of ignorance and carelessness 
which would bankrupt. the fdr ner 
with a few acres. Yet in many tes- 
Pects the latter has the advantage 
of the former, and of the two we 
should prefer the farm of twenty or 
twenty-five acrea to cultivate. The

NANAGEMENT OF HOGS. 


If it were possible the food and 
Water should be as cleat for the hog 
as for the human being. A good 
feeding floor kept clean is a necesst- 
ty. It must be clean or it is little 
better than the bare ground. Evory 
particle of excrement and filth taken 
into the stomach along with the 
food retards and impairs digestion 
and health, as well as reduces . the 
gain per bushel of grain feed. 

In the fall of the year, says a 
Prominent hog breeder, I feed upon 
the grass in the pastures, feeding 
| but once in a place and moving 
about to different parts of the high- 
est ground: I like this way, for it 
ety only insures cleanliness but fer- 
tilizes the pastures as woll. 


The feeding floor must be cleaned | 


every day and dusted lightly with 
slaked lime once or twice a week. 
Pure drinking water and an abnund- 
ance of it at all hours of the day 
and night, is of the utmost import- 
ance in promoting health and 
growth. Well or spring water is 
preferred to flowing streams or 
ponds, as they are less likely to be- 
come contaminated with disease 
germ. The hog is sadly addicted 
to the drink habit. He drinks early 
and often, at midday and midnight, 
but he has the good taste never to 
get drunk. Water enters very large- 
ly into the animal structure, and 
many farmers fail to make profitable 


ent Water supply 
mands of nature. This is especially 
true of those farmers who have no 
accessible Water in their hog lots 
and are thus compelled to carry it 
to them two or three times per day. 
Great caro must be observed that no 
stagnant Water in low places be al- 
lowed to stand in the pasture or 
about the yards. Such water is dau- 
gerous to the health of any animal, 
especially to the lazy hog that 
drinks it rather than walk a few 
steps farther for the purest ot 
spring water. All such places should 
be filled or tiled out, for they are 
but breeders of disease germs.

Interest 
on mortgages has to be paid. An army 
ot workers has to live. Nurses, domes- 
tics, officials are all human. They 
earn their wages whether they live in 
or out of the Hospital. 

A hundred and twenty children per 
day—yes, in some months a hundred 
and forty—once it was a hundred and 
fifty—-all these to look after and 
care for. Thirty nurses continually 
at work. 94 alf-dozen maids with 
brooms and dusters; cooks and, table 
maids to prepare the food and serve 
it, clerks in the office who work like 
beavers, typewriters who tap the keys 
of their machines for hours a day, an- 
swering sheaves of letters, preparing 
accounts, watching every doing in the 
immense building on College street, 
that never closes night or day—all the 
year round—a hive of two hundred 
people, small and large, a little town 
doing what it can for God’s suffering 
little ones. 

True, it is, that some have to pay 
yes, all who can afford it are expected 
to pay but those who cannot pay and 
can produce the certificate of a clergy- 
man or known ratepayer of the pro- 
vince to the effect that they are too 
poor to pay, can have maintenance 
and treatment free of charge. 

If all could pay there would be no 
need to appeal for money, but elghty 
per cent. of the work is free work for 
the children of those who cannot af- 
ford to pay.

You 
who have had perhaps one or two 
sick little ones at your own home, 
therefore know something of the work, 

but when you visit Toronto drop in

LAKE TO BE EXPLORED.

object to Learn of Plants ‘snd 
Fishes at the Bottom. ‘ 


|} The bottm of Lake Ontario is to 
be explored, so there ix every reason 
to believe that the mysterious depths 
will be revealed in descriptions and 
iliustrations by scientists, ho are 
to make the explorations. The ex- 
plorations of the Bottom of Lake 

Ontario are to be made in connection 
with similar investigations in the 
others of the Great Lakes, including 
Erie, Michigan and Superior. 

Ine investigations will prove of 
great interest not only to men versed 
in the sciences, but to others who 
take no particular interest in these 
‘studies, except matters of this kind 
are made plain to them. To learn 
‘the character of the fishes and vere- 
‘tation at the bottom of Lake n- 
‘tario at the different depths ef that 
freat inland body of water will cer- 
tainly be something that will inter- 
est all. Scientists are interested in 
the matter of the investigations, and 
it is expected the U. S. Government 
will give its aid. Some of the ex- 
plorers are to be American scientists. 

Since Dr. Evermann published his 
recent work on the fishes and fish- 
erics of Puerto Rico, the occupation 
of an oceanographer has taken to it- 
ball a new fascination. 

i Jbhe bottom of the seas has been 
explored until it is no longer un- 
known territory. Prof. Charles 

Cleveland Nutting, who occupies the 
chair of zoolegy in the University of 
Iowa, and is a noted authority on 
that matter, now asserts that in the 
greatest depths of the sea, 

5,000 FATHOMS OR MORE, * 
there is light of some sort. Also the 
pressure ja those great depths is not 
such as to make it impossible for 
objects that sink beneath the sur- 
face to float midway between the top 
and bottom of the sea. If they will 
sink on the surface they will sink to 
th: bottom. One of the deepest of 
the newly found holes in the ocean is 
of the Philippines, where Mount 
Marey, the giant of the peaks ot the 
Adirondacks, the old Whiteface Moun- 
tain. next in height, couta de tried 
ope on top of the other with n tip 
to protrude above the surface. 

The actual discoveries of fora and 
fishes in the depths of the sea make 
stories stranger even than the fiction 
of Verne in the voyage of the Nau- 
tilus. The jelly fish, the coral ‘rock, 
the zoophytes, anemones and other 
beautiful and weird things of the 
decp seem to belong to ancther 
world, as indeed they do. They are 
of the world beneath the water, as 
man is of the world above the water. 

The waters of the Great Lakes, of 
course, do not hide so many weird 
and unique things as do the waters 
fof the seven seas, but they screen 
enough to make exceedingly imerest- 
ing any thorough exploration that 
been reports pertaining to the under 
ists. From time to time there mave 
been Feuorts pertaining to the under 
water portions of the Great Lakes, 
but few experts like Dr..&vermann 
and Prof. Nutting have zone into the 
work in a detailed and exnaustive 
manner. 

It is progosed now that in the 
summer of 19038 such explorations or 
mvestigations should be made. The 
U. S. Government, it is said, will 
favor and support such a work, and 
it is hoped that Prof. Nutting 
fellow-experts may be persuaded 
participate in it In.oceenomraphy a 
Water glass. which is a bucket-box 
With a Klasnm bottom, to counteract 
the ripples, is a valuable adjunct to 
the work 

Nene of the features belonging 
solely to salt water will be found in 
the Great Lakes. The explorers will 
find only a fresh-water show beneath 
the surface.

In a majority of casés, 
the actual plant food is largely at 
once soluble in water, For this rea- 
son such manures give immediate re- 
sults, oxcept when seasons are very 
abnormal, or the tillage very low 
grade. Lasting manures certainly do 
not include commercial fertilizers. To 
examine clearly the nature of lasting 
manures, we must consider why they 
last,—they last because thoy are not 
used, the plants cannot use them, 
and on this account they remain in 
the soil, for some proglematical fu- 
ture use. Not only this, but as de- 
cay is constantly going on, except, 
perhaps, in midwinter, and mush of 
the plant food becomes soluble at a 
time when there are no growing 
plants to make use of it, it is lost 
utterly through drainage and other 
cuuses. The rapidness with which 
insoluble ‘plant food becomes avail- 
able is largely a matter of weathor 
cotiditions, so that the same quanti- 


ty of manure may suffice one year

AVAILABLE IN TIME. - 

Now the best form of so-called 
lasting manure is ordinary farmyard 
manure, which contains por ton 
about ten pounds each of nitrogen 
and potash and five pounds phos- 
Therefore, a manure ap- 
plication lasting to the extent of six 
years must be something like forty- 
five tons per acre which is absurd in 
general farming as every farmer 
knows. In fuct, a lasting fertilizer 
means pretty much a manure the 
plants’ cannot use. If the manure is 
stacked in the barnyard, it will last 
a heap longer. The wise thing in 
manuring is to give plant foor for 
the next crop, and give it so ‘the 
crop can get it when it wants it. Al- 
so, use plenty of potash and phos- 
phates as the clover crop supplies 
cnormous quantities of nitrogen 
about free of cost, but potash and 
phosphates. must be supplied to go 
with this nitrogen, or it too, will 
grow of the lasting“ sort.

FACTS ABOUT THE SILO. 


Twenty years’ experience in the use 
of the silo has brought out some 
facta about which all are agreed, 
says the Jersey Bulletin, and they 
state the facts as follows: 

First—That a larger amount of 
healthful cattle food can be preserv- 
ed in the silo, in better condition, at 
less expense of labor and land, than 
by any other method known. 

Second— That silage comes hearer 
being a perfect substitute for the 
succulent food of the pasture than 
any other food that can be had in 
winter. 

Third—Thirty pounds a day is 
enough silage for an average Jersey | 
cow. Larger cattle will cat more.” 

Fourth—A cubic foot of silage from 
the middle of a incdium-sized silo 
will average about 45 pounds. 

Filth—For 182 days, or half a 
year, an average Jersey cow will re- 
quire about six tons of silage allow- 
ing for unavoidable waste. 

Sixth—The circular silo, made of 
good hard wood staves is the cheap- 
est and best. 

Seventh—Fifteen fect In diameter 
and 30 feet a good depth. Such a 
silo will hold about 20% tons of - 
lage, cut in half inch lengths.

SAWDUST GOOD FUEL, 


The same is true of sawdust. Many 
of the wood working milla consume 
their own shavings as fuel for their 
boliers. Flues ure so constructed 
that the shavings are immediately 
drawn away by a draft from the ma- 
chinery as rapidly us tney are made. 
Through this channel by devious 
Ways the shavings are carried into 
the furnacos. 

Those who deal in shavings get 
their supplies from the large lumber 
yards where rough lumber is dressed 
for the market, and from the mills 
where it is manufactured into the 
finish.d product. 

Shavings are used mostly for stable 
bedding. They are bought up by the 
livery table proprietors in largo 
quantities, and they would no more 
think of neglecting the laying in of 
a large stock of shavings at this sea- 
son of the year than they would 
think of neglecting their stock of 
feed, a 

Shavings are sold by the load as a 
rule, though sömetimes they are pur- 
chased in large ton orders. Tho 
price per load is 81.25 delivered. 
Horsemen generally prefor shavings 
to struw or sawdust as a bedding, 
because, as they claim, they take up 
the moisture better than straw, are 
cleaner and last louger, 


SHAVINGS STORED AWAY, 


Asked for an estimate of the 
amount of shavings handled by him 
in the course of a year, u prominent 
dealer said that during the last yoar 
he had handled 10,000 loads, at 
least. There are off years in shav- 
ings as well as in any other busi- 
ness, said he. 

“This year shavings 
tolerably plentiful by roason of the 
fact that the lumber business has 
been wood. In years like this we 
have to look out for the future and 
ſatoro away shavings. We have now 
i

three large warehouses full, for we 
expect a shavings famine to como as 
in the past. There are probably ono 
thousand tons of shavings stored 
away in Toledo al this time, and 
every pound of it will bo sold here. 
It wilh not spoil if there is no de- 
mand for it next year, and can be 
{kept indefinitely. That is one of the 
advantages of handling shavings— 
there is no ‘Waste, and it is always 
staple." 

The stored material is of tho baled 
variety. Loose shavings cannot véry 


well be stored, as they take up too 
much storage room in bulk 
The baling of shavings is a compara-

Sawdust has a market value of 
twenty tive cents a barrel. and there 
is rarely any Muctuation in the price.

The browoerles use it in pack- 
ing bottiol beer, and while the paper 
cushion has been introduced in many 
jlines, sawdust ia still an old favor- 
lite, particularly with the brewers.

The fog of London and the fog of 
the sea alike discompose traffic, and 
omnibuses and stoamships alike have 
had to lay to for safety.

THE NAME OF NIGHTINGALE. 


‘The family spent tuch time 
Italy. and the second daughter 
born in May, 1820, in the 
Florence, from which her as 
borrowed. She was a precocious 
child, and early in lite made  ireat 
advancement in music, mathematics 
and languages. Happening to visit a 
hospital the impressicnable girl at 
once announced that nursing was to 
de her mission’ in life, and she drop- 
{ped her other studies to learn the 
art of caring for the sick. As a girl 
she sought to improve the sanitary 
conditions of the laborers and poas- 
ants about her father’s manor in 
Derbyshire. _ 

Her parents took her to Egypt, but 
she turned from a life of idleness and 
pleasure to nurse sick Arabs in ao 
hospital. On returning to London 
she ignored society to work in hos 
pitals, where she laid the foundation 
of a practical training that proved 
of inestimable benefit to mankind for 
all subsequent time. In 1849 she 
went to Pastor Filedner’s school, 
conducted by the Protestant Sisters 
of Mercy, at Kalserwerth on ths 
Rhine, not far from Dusseldorf, and 
took a course of instruction in their 
methods of relieving distress. From 
Germany she went to Franco to ex- 
amine various institutions in her 
chosen line of work.

IMPAIRED HER HEALTH. 


Shortly after the beginning of tho 
Crimean war, in the winter of 1854,

as Bull Run“ Russell, because ot 
his account of the federal disaster in 
the American civil war. A cry of in- 
dignation went up all through the 
empire, accompanied with a demand 
for areform.

ELECTRIC MOTORS. 


The great objection to electric mo 


tors—that they will se 5 * 
enough without recharging—is sal 

to be overcomo. Recently in England 
a circuit of 94 miles was run  with- 
out recharging. It was done with a 
battery of 42 four-plate cells, with a 
capacity of 180 ampere-hours, The 
carriage was u four-whoeled dogtart, 
with two motors of two and a halt 
horse-power cach. The secret of the 
battery which enabled it to make 
such a record was that in goin 

down grade the motors were reversed 
thus making dynamos for charging 
the accumulators. In this way the 
curront was not only saved, but « 


new current actually generated, ron- 


dering the battery stronger at the 
oe of the grade than it was at 
the top. 


MILITARY AUTOMOBILES. 


The development of the automo- 
bile as an engine of war is at presen 

occupying much attention among 
military authoritics jn Europe. The 
English, the French, the Italians, 
tho Germans and the Russians are 
nll at work upon the problem. Sey 
eral types of military automobiles 
are being experimented with. 
Italy a special form of armored ma- 
chino haa been devised for the pure 
posecof protecting railways in time 
of war. Some of the German ma⸗ 
chines are intended for scouting, and 
are furnished with drawing tables 
and maps. Others carry Maxim guns 
and can do a little fighting.

and let the prunes cook slowly for 
half an hour: then take them out 
with a spocn, put the saucepan on 
Whe stove again, and let the water 
boil without. the lid off the pan 
until it is quite half the quantity. 
Carefully. take out the stones from 
the prunes, and put them into a well 
ibuttered pie dish. Break two eggs 
into two tablespoonfuls of Hour. mix 
it to o smooth paste with a little 
cod milk ; pour the. reduced syrup 
when a little cool, into the egg mix- 
ture, stir well, pour over the prunos, 
and bake in a hot oven for twenty- 
five minutes. 

For Prune Short Cake make 
short cake, using a regular biscuit 
crust or a short cake lbatter. For 
the prune filling wash a pound of 
prunes thoroughly, cover with cold 
water and let soak for twenty-four 
hours. Then put the prunes’ in 
double boiler, water and all, and let 
soak slowly until perfectly tender. 
Slico a couple of lemons very fine 
and add to the prunes when half 
done. Drain off the juice, add 
halt as much sugar and boll to un 
| thick syrup. Put the prunes in a 
collar der, and mash with a potato 
masher so that the pulp will go 
through and the stones and skins re- 
main. Add syrup and spreaa over 
cake while both are warm. Serve 
with or without cream, 

For Prune Puff take one-ha tea 
cupful of stewed, stoned, and niashed 
prunes, three tablespoonfuls powder- 
ed sugar, one-fourth teacup chopped 
raisins, whites of three eggs beaten 
very stiff, juice of one-half lemon. 
a all very thoroughly together. 
put in a buttered dish and hake for 
twenty minutes over a hot water 
pan. Sprinkle over the top with the 
meats of the prune stones cut in 
small pieces. 

For Compote of Prune and Ginger 
‘a la. Chantilly, take one pound of 
prunes and soak them for halt an 
hour or three-quarters of an hour in 
awectenecd warm water; then place 
the water in a clean enamelled iron 
Saucepan, and add sugar in the pro- 
portion of a half pound of sugar to 
‘half a pint of water. Bring this 
syrup to the boil ; as soon as it 
boils, add half the syrup from a 
pound jar of preserved ginger, bring 
to the boil again, and then add the 
prones, and continue boiling for 
fifteen minutes. Next arrange the 
(prunes on @ compote or otner tancy 
disn in pyramidal form. On top 
place a half pound of the preservod 
ginger, cut into neat squares. Leavo 
till cold, then cover with whipped 
cream, and pour over the whole half 
the syrup. 

For Prune Whip wash and soak ono 
quarter pound of prunes. Simmer 
until very soft. Remove the stones, 
and rub the pulp through a sieve. 
[Beat the whites of four eggs stil. 
Add to them four tablespoonfuls ot 
|powdered sugar. Add the prunes to 
the whites very carefully. Turn tho 
ae into a buttered mold, and

LAND UNDER CULTIVATION. 


The Possibilities for Settlement in 
Ontario. 


The possibilities of Ontario for 
sottlement are well illustrated by the 
fact that out of a total area of 
about 126,000,000 acres, or 196,000 
square miles, less than 40,000 square 
miles have been taken up, or made 
liable to assessment. Therefore ouly 
about 20 per cent. of the province 
has.as yet reached the point of taxa- 
tien, leaving 80 per cent., compura- 
tively speaking, in its primitive 
state. Most of this unsettled or un- 
occupied territory is now familiarly 
Ontario, whose 
boundaries are much more extended 
than those of old Ontario, and whose 
areas abound in mineral and forest 
wealth, not mentioning the tisheries 
and undeveloped soll. 

The total acreage of assessed iand 
in Ontario in 1900, the list for 
| which figures are given, was 23. 
368,104, of which 56 per cent. was 
cleared and placed under cultivation.

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NINE MEN KILLED. 

Terrible Accident in a Furnace at 
- Pittsburg. 


A despatch from Pittsburg says: 
By an explosion of gas in the Scho 
furnace of Jones & Laughlin, near 
Brady Street, this city, at 6:20 
o'clock on Thursday morning. ten 
men Were burned to death, anc pro- 
bably twenty others more or less ir- 
jured. The damage to the plant will 
amount to $20,000. 

The explosion occurred in one of 
the big blast furnaces. The men 
Were at work at the top of the fur- 
nace, over 120 feet from the ground. 
They were employed as fillers, and 
were just getting ready to quit work, 
being members of the night crow, 
when the gas which had accumulated 
in the furnace exploded and tons of 
molten metal, cinders and slag were 
thrown over the unfortunate men on 


Are top of the structure. 
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When the gas let go a panic en- 
sued on the small platform about the 
top. All the men made a rush for 
the elevator, but it had gone down, 
and there was no escape. To jump 
meant instant death, and to remain 
On the platform was just as cortain 
doom.

At 9 o'clock Thomas Jones and 
Arthur Young, managers of tho plant 
gave out the statement that nine 
men were killed and five injured. 
They say that ordinarily only three 
mon work on top of the furnace, but 
one of the heavy iron wagons used in 
taking up the ore to the top of the 
furnace got stuck on tho top of tho 
structure and the three men sent for 
assistance. A few men went up, but 
they could not move the wagon and 
more went ‘up until tho number 
reached fourteen. It was while they 
were trying to get the wagon ro- 
leased that the fatal explosion took 
place.

USED NO COAL. 


While Crossing Atlantic Ocean.— 
Liquid Fuel Used. 


A despatch from Philadelphia says: 
~The first steamship that ever cross- 
ed the Atlantic ocean with steam 
generated by means of liquid fuel 
instead of coal, has just dropped an- 
chor in the Delaware. She is the 
British tanker Clam, commanded by 
Capt. Evans and owned in London. 
The voyage was a su one, but 
the Clam had little of |her fuel oil 
when she reached her destination. 

The Clam left Gravesend November 
28th, with 4,500 tons of oil as car- 
go, and about 450 tons of fuel oil 
as her own consumption. The oil 
burning apparatus consists of a 
steam generator, which atomizes the 
oil, and discharges it into the fur 
naces. A fire brick structure is fit- 
ted upon which the oil impinges so 
as to securo complete combustion. 
One injector is fitted to each kur- 
nace. 

Capt. Evans says that ofl fuel ts 
profitable to steamship owners whose 
vessels trade in districts far from 
coal fields or where the cost of trans- 
portation is of importance, and es- 
pecially in the trade between the 
west coast of South America and 
the United States.

TO BLOCK THE ICEBERGS. 


That Drift Through Strait and 
“Chill the ; 


Writing from St. John's, Nad, to 
the Chicago MRecord-Herald, P. T. 
McGrath says: One of the most ex- 
traordinary engineoring projects yet 
proposed to the scientific world is 
that for closing the Belle Isle Strait, 
between Newfoundland and Labrador 
by building a breakwater across it at 
the narrowest part, where the chan- 
nel is but ten miles wide and 180 
fect, deep. 

The benefits to be derived from 
such a scheme aro that the shorés of 
Quebec, Anticosti, rea Breton, Neva 
Scotia, and Prince ward Island 
would become veritable gardons, in 
which semi-tropical fruits and vege 
tables would flourish, and that the 
portion of Labrador west of the 
causeway would have a climate as 
salubrious as that of France, being 
in about the same latitude. The the- 
ory underlying this remarkable pro- 
position has the weight of practical 
experience largely on its side. 

The argument is that Belle Isle 
Strait is the channel or doorway by 
which icebergs, floes, and the frigid 
water from Greenland and the Arctic 
Ocean find their way into the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence, chilling its area, caus- 
ing fogs, cold, dainp, and late springs 
and generally imparting to the region 
the semi-Arctic aspect.

JAPAN AND CHINA. 


Possible These Countries May 
Draw Close Together. 


Marquis Ito, one of the most emi- 
nent Japanese statesmen. in a recent 
speech, remarked that Japan stands 
between two widely different and op 
posing civilizations. She is the only 
country what understands the ideas 
in which China lives and moves and 
has her being, and those which are 
dominant in Europe and America. 
Her mission is to interpret the one 
to the other, and thus to keep the 
peace between them. 

This is a mission which does not 
seem impossible of fulfilment. The 
correspondence which recently passed 
between the Emperor of China and 


the Mikado, in connection with the 


Chinese apology for the murder of 
the Japanese Chancellor of the Lega- 
Vin: indicates that it may have 
— — of both. The Em- 
peror exprosseiaepe hope that the 
Mikado micht be grkefously dispos- 
ed to draw closer the bonds of 
friendship uniting the two empires.” 
The Mikado rcciprocated the wish 
and declared his earnést desire that 
the great work of reform, dependent 
upon the Emperor's sovereign will, 
might soon be in effective operation. 

This seems like something mdre 
than the language of courtesy. If 
the Fimperor’s will really is sover- 
eign, if it is not overruled by the 
reactionary Empress dowager, there 
is hope that the Emperor will under- 
take reforms, and will do 80 in al- 
liance with or under the tutelage of 
Japan. 

An alliance between Japan and 
China would not be nkely to take an 
aggressive form toward other na- 
tions; but it would impose a check 
upon the aggression from | without. 
It would postpone indefinitely the 
dimnemberment of China. It would 
furnish an Asiatic balanee of power 
which would promote the general 
peace; and it might be the means of 
leading China, by slower steps, along 
the path af progress which Japan 
has followed for thirty years.

HUMAN HAIR.

There is an ever-intreasing trade 
done in human hair, and a number 
of} the peasant girls living in Bel- 
gium anu Brittany can always de 
persuhkden to part with their locks 
in exchange for a small consideration 
and for this purpose many dealers 


have agents travelling in these dis-- 


tricts to beguile the simypte girts. 

Many people believe that much of 
the false hair sold at the present day 
is taken from the scalps of dead wo- 
men. This is, of course, ridiculots, 
as the human hair, after death, be- 
comes too brittle to be twisted into 
the forms demanded by fashion. To 
say that much of the hair disposed 
of as “human’’ at high prices is only 
cunningly-manufactured imitation 
would be more in accordance with the 
facts. 

Marseilles is probably the head- 
quarters of the false hair trade, and 
it is estimated that over 40,000 
pounds of the commodity are en- 
ported annually from that town. 
Fully two-thirds of this finds its\way 
into Italy, France being the second 
best customer. 

In the preparation of the hair over 
five hundred people are 
Marseilles alone, Whilst four of the 
largest manufacturers export between 
them something like 100,000 chig- 
nons every year. In Paris, It is stat- 
ed a hair-dresser does a similar 
trade to the tune of 15,000. | 

The hair first arrives aß the manu- 
facturers’ in huge sacks and consists 
of all colors. It is emptied into im- 
miense boilers and every particle of 
grease is thoroughly removed, after- 
wards being thrown into a bath of 
potash. When dry it is finally pas- 
sed through common four. 

The color mostly in favor at pre- 
sent is of a reddish brown and chig- 
nons of this shade fetch anything 
from $10 to $25.

At Meran, in the Austri- 
an Tyrol, his patients (almost every 
royal of the house of Europe is repre 
sented) are put through a certain 
system of walking and breathing.

The Smallpox Danger. 


There are Now 342 Cases in Ontario A 
Total of 886 Cases Since October Ist. 


Doubtless few people realize that 
there are at present no less than 342 
cases of smallpox in Ontario, and that 
in all 580 cases have occurred since the 
first of October. This is the net result 
of a statement issued last week by the 
Provincial health authorities, based 
on the latest information to hand. 
The diffusion of the disease over al- 
most the whole of the Province, and 
its daily outbreak in some new quar- 
ter, gives cause for uneasiness, which 
can only be met by the test care 
on the part alike of individuals and 
health officers. The statement issued 
by Dr. Bryce shows that the disease

The disease 
thus introduced has spread from the 
Ottawa centre and from the lumber 
camp centres, and to these must be 
added a new and unexpected source of 
cases, namely, Manitoba, for at least 
six centres have been traced to har- 
vesters returning home from that Pio- 
vince.
